er base pay. 


Quality Maintained

gested salary increases would re- 
duce Reynolds' 
million. 


In a statement, the subcommit- 


tee, headed by Assemblyman 
Alexander Grant, R-Green Bay, 
said: 


'This report sets forth a level 


of expenditures which will main- 
tain the quality of higher educa- 
ion at a high standard of excel- 
lence. 


"If there were no revenue 


problem these adjustments should 
still be made. 


"If revenues to support the pro- 


grams are not available, it will 


incumbent upon the subcom- 


mittee and the full committee to 
review the report and make fur- 
ther and more drastic cuts.' 


Sen. W a l t e r Hollander, R-
